On 14 October 1950 Lucy LIANG was investigating the market values of 
certain stocks of spinniag and refrigerating machinery owned by the 
letropolitan Commercial Company (wetco) and stored in Hong Kong, with a 
view to selling these stocks to the Chinese Communist.:authorities in Canton. 
These goods were originally ordered by Metco for the Korea Commercial 
Company (Chos6n Sangsa)*, North Korea. 


$3. On 15 October 1950 the SS EASTERN VENTURE** was due to depart from Hong Kong 
for Shanghai with a cargo including 10 trucks and miscellaneous machinery 
consigned by Charles CHEONG***, and the following goods consigned by the 
Universal Development Company****: 1,000 tons of sugar, 800 tons of iron 
bars, 2,120 tons of sulphur powder, 380 tons of caustic soda, 123 tons of 
used gunny sacks, 120 tons of potassium chlorate, 100 tons of sheet rubber, 
100 tons of aniline oil; miscellaneous chemicals, including citric acid, 
erichroma tare supra, glacial acetic acid, and sodium bichromate; 476 
sieets mild steel plate, each sheet 4 feet by 8 feet by 3/16 inches, 
totaling 50 tons; 5 tons of mixed galvanized and black iron pipes, 5 tons 
of spring steel bars and copper sheets, 6 tons of brass wire, 1 ton of 
automobile parts; 4 tons of brass coils, brags Sheets, and steel bars; 
and 15 tons of wool tops. 


4. All the cargo of the EASTERN VENTURE was consigned to wetco, Shanghai, bus 
it was leaving Hong Kong under various false consignor names. :
